Modern Farm Life 
Each of the four winners chose a 
different approach to tho problem 
posed by “ writing an e s s a y tin the 
use of electric power on the farm 
today.” 
W illiam Pintal, Jr., 
after men­ 
tioning 
the history of electricity 
and its use, points out that it is 
univ 
comparatively recently that i 
it 
has 
become 
an 
all-important I 
factor in the economical operation 
of a modern farm. 
In describing 
the m a n y and varied uses of tins 
servant to the farmer, he starts 


with the auttfmatic water system i 
in the basement of the farm home. I 
Next is described the benefits to i 
be derived from an electric kitchen I 
as compared to the usual kitchen of 
yesterday. 
From the farm home 
we are led to the barn, the milk 
house, the farm repair shop, and i 
all other places where electricity 
is evident on today’s modern farm. 
If it were not for electricity, Am­ 
erican farms could not provide “ the 
bread basket of the world” , he 
wrote. 
Gloria Saari opens her essay by 
comparing the life of the farmer 
of 20 years ago. She asks the ques­ 
tion: 
“ Is he better off today?” , 
and lends support to her answer 
of “ yes” by outlining all the aids 
to easier and healthier farm liv­ 
ing made possible by the advent 
of rural electrification. 
She also 
points out that the farm family is a , 
more closely knit unit due to the i 
liesure time permitted the farmer 
and his wife through the complete 
utilization of electric power. 
First on Gloria Saari’s list of ad- \ 
vantages brought to the farm by j 
electricity is electric lighting, mak­ 
ing the farm not only an easier; 
place on which to work, but also! 
safer. 
In closing her essay, Miss ( 


Saari points out that electricity has 
raised the living standard of farm­ 
ers so greatly that “ a young per-1 
son setting out on a career can j 
consider farming without skepti­ 
cism.” 
Production Is Higher 
Nancy Flynn introduces the sub­ 
ject by stating that electricity has 
become such an important factor 
in farm living, farm work, that if 
all electricity were suddenly cut 
off. operation would come to an 
almost complete stop. 
In being 
conducted about the average elec­ 
trified farm, Miss Flynn takes us 
first to the dairy barn where elec­ 
tric lights are compared to the 
kerosene lamps of yesterday and 
their fire hazard; where today’s 
water faucet is compared to pump­ 
ing water by hand at the well; to­ 
day’s electric milking machine is 
compared lo hand milking from 
the standpoint of ease as well as 
speed of operation: and electrically 
heated water as opposed to a wood 
stove. 
Other operations of the farm that 
are today accomplished by elec­ 
tricity are mentioned, 
and 
Miss 
Flynn 
concludes 
ber 
essay 
by 
pointing out that electricity has not 
only made farm living more gra­ 
cious. bul also economically more 
feasible. 
M arlin Buckmaster opens his es­ 
say by emphasizing the fact that 
electricity has made farm living 
healthier, easier and more enjoy­ 
able. 
The essay then continues by

showing how electricity is used on 
the modern farm 
to 
accomplish 
these things. Marlin, in conclusion, 
points out that electric power is 
cleaner, cheaper, safer and more

Nations Of Europe Must Prove 
Their Fitness For American Aid 


l i r l T H more than usual thoughtfulness 
* ihe Italian ambassador has presented 
to President Truman a m arble vase weigh­ 
ing 750 pounds mounted on a 730-pound 
pedestal. 
The offering stands seven feet tall, is 
old (ancient 
Ji fact), and is designed to 
express “a srfts.ll token of the feelings of 
friendship” the people of Italy have to­ 
ward Americans. 
Value of the gift from 
the dollars and cents viewpoint is un­ 
reported. 


From 
the 
viewpoint of international 
diplomacy tile gift may signify much, but 
to American taxpayers who have been re­ 
vealing their friendship w ith good Am­ 
erican dollars it is small return. 
American gifts to Italy and other Eu­ 
ropean nations, it is true, w ere based upon 
the theory that a strong and united Eu­ 
rope would provide a strong and stable 
bulw ark in the international game of halt­ 
ing Communism. 
Behind the theory, out of which grew 
the Marshall Plan, 
were the American 
people who financed the form ula of aid to 
European nations according to their need. 
The dollar assistance was an expression of 
friendship. It required sacrifice on the part 
of the American people. 


Millions Of Capitalists 
In America 
"DEAL 
progress 
is being made in tho 
campaign to create a nation of share 
owners—of people with a personal interest 
in maintaining and strengthening the sys­ 
tem we call capitalism, as opposed to the 
liberty-destroying systems w e know as 
Communism and Socialism. 
The Brookings Institution recently issu­ 
ed the first comprehensive study of share 
ownership in America. 
And several ex­ 
tremely encouraging facts stand out. 
First of all, one-quarter of all the own­ 
ers of shares in publicly-owned corpora­ 
tions m ade their investments in the last 
three years. Second, six per cent of all the 
owners either became share owners in the 
single year of 1951 or acquired additional 
shares during that year. Third, the report 
thoroughly 
debunks 
the old idea that 
stocks are only for the privileged few. In­ 
vestors include clerks, farmers, small shop­ 
keepers, salesmen, skilled and unskilled 
workmen, housewives, and 
members 
of 
just about every business and profession 
and trade you can think of. 
And the •le­ 
gions of share owners include those in 
every income bracket, right down to the 
under-52,000 level. * 
The bulk of our share owners are iii the 
medium-income category. They are thrifty, 
representative Americans who managed to 
save some money and invested a part of it 
in the stocks of companies in whose fu­ 
ture they have faith. 
A great many of 
them own shares in the concerns for which 
they w ork. These are the kind of people 
who m ade this country strong and have 
kept it free—and who mean to do exactly 
that in the future. The fact that their num­ 
ber is swiftly growing 
should 
hearten 
everyone who believes in America 
and 
what it stands for. 


For five years the Europeans were bene­ 
factors of American assistance, with few 
strings attached to the gift. All that was 
asked of European nations was that they 
were to show results in the rehabilitation 
of their economy. A stronger Europe was 
the goal. 
Yet some countries proved ineffective 
and wasted American dollars without in­ 
creasing their productivity. 
W hile 
the 
Americans 
worked 
at 
home to produce those dollars 
for 
aid, 
some European countries (with the notable 
exception of Germany) could 
not 
rally 
their people to help themselves. 
Today the Marshall Plan is being re­ 
placed by another plan which sets up a 
radically new base for American 
dollar 
aid to Europe. In the future United States 
authorities, it is reported, w’ill insist that 
aid will be distributed only after a careful 
study of actual results on the basis of how 
effectively they have made their dollars 
work. 
The idea, attributed to Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower following his study of Europe, 
will put into effect an old American law 
of economics—competition. The nations of 
Europe must compete for their American 
dollars with a showing of initiative and 
enterprise. 
The 
Marshall 
Plan 
carried 
Europe 
through its “first aid” stage after the war. 
Now the emergency treatm ent is over. It 
is tim e for the patient to return to a pro­ 
ductive place in the world—for his own 
benefit as well as in the interest of world 
peace. 
Unfortunately there are some countries 
in Europe and some people in the United 
States who expect too much from Ameri­ 
can aid. 
But what the people of America have a 
right to expect is an awakened desire of 
Europeans to help themselves as well as 
to receive help. 
The 
ancient 
vase from Italy is a gift 
typifying friendship. It is received in that 
spirit. But the vase is frfm a period of past 
glories. Today the people of Europe must 
work toward their own better future.

Accordingly, the various sub­ 
sidiaries of Standard, Shell, and Gulf en­ 
tered into agreements designed to attain 
the following objectives: 
“ I. The virtual elimination of Gulf as an 
independent factor in Venezuela. This was 
accomplished by the transformation of the 
Meno Grande Oil Company, G ull’s operat­ 
ing subsidiary in Venezuela, into a joint 
enterprise, owned and controlled by Glib, I 
Shell, aud Standard (N. J.), and by the! 
attendant surrender by Gull of valuable ^ 
management prerogatives. Two so-called , 
sale of oil agreements were the principal 
medium for this transformation. 
“2. The control and regulation of petro­ 
leum production of all Venezuela—eastern 
and western alike— so that Venezuela out­ 
put would, at all times, accord with the 
current market situation as seen by the 
producing companies.

Invented by Franklin 


The other harmonica Is an in­ 
strument invented bv 
Benjamin 
Franklin and in no way resembles 
a mouth organ.

LANSING— ..Pi —The last few 
state police standing guard against 
new riots at the state prison of 
Southern Michigan will be gradu­ 
ally withdrawn next week. 
Governor Williams 
said 
that 
W arden William H. Batman r e ­ 
ported that while the prison is still 
not back to normal it is “gradu­ 
ally coming under control.” 
The plan is to recall the 25 
state police still on duty at the 
prison a few at a time. The prison­ 
ers will be closely watched for 
any reaction. 
Meanwhile, 
the Jackson state 
police post will have a standby riot 
squad of eight men ready to move 
into the prison within 15 minutes 
if any new disorders result. 
Williams said that he agreed 
with prison authorities that the 
riot-wrecked 
auditorium 
and 
chapel at the prison should be re­ 
stored. 
Inmate funds and labor will be 
used for the restoration since the 
legislature expressly forbade the 
use of any appropriated money or 
insurance funds for such work. 
“ lf the auditorium is not re­ 
stored the men will have no place 
to relax and blow off steam when j
